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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Salisbury Declaration filed December 29, 
2003 has been considered and made of record in this application. Initially, it is noted that this declaration has been submitted under "35 
USC 131" instead of 37 CFR 1 .132. However, since this declaration appears to present evidence in order to traverse the rejection 
contained in the previous Office action, this declaration has been treated as though it had been filed under 37 CFR 1.132. The above 
noted Salisbury Declaration is not deemed to be persuasive of patentability for the claims in this application because: (1 ) it is not readily 
apparent that a comparison of Sohnius' material both with and without esterification of hydroxyl groups in this material has been made, in 
order to show results which can be derived from such esterification treatment; and (2) the claims in this application are not limited to the 
specific material (i.e. acetylated wood fiber held in a net) for which Applicant has attempted to demonstrate new and unexpected results 
(see paragraph 13 of the declaration). 
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
